The Nentrality Loaws.
From the Times,

In ite genern) reasoning, perhaps, the report
of the Homee Committee on Foreign Allnirs
upon the pentrality Inws correctly expresses the
provailing eense of justice. There Is a proper
aversion to changes of law made at the instance

and 10 serve the convenience of foreign powers;
and the fact that certain (eatures of exigting
legislation origuated thus 18 sufficient to fnstire
their condemnation, The tecang 1s strength-
ened when 1t 18 remembered thunt the ricadly
action of the Amerioun Government has not
been reciproeated,  For sarely legisintion by
the United Stutes by which other conntries pro-
fited should have induced corresponding legisla-
tlon on thetr part, that there might be nmong
nations something like oneness of principle und
polley in thelr 1espective engctments on the
subject of neurrality,

Now the report presented by General Banks
estienlishes the first of these points, It shows
that the provisions of the law in respect ol
nentrality, which were deemed adeguate and
just in the early days of the republic, were at
ditlerent times attered in the direction of areater
stringency on the suggestion or solivcitution ol
forcign Governments, that of Great Britkin
being among them. 1t skows that the Inws now
in fores 1 this country exceed in l'n?llpl'l'hll‘u
syvenes< and stringency those in operation
elsewhere, And the argument s farly aod
strougly put, that the comity of natons de
munas something like maruality of duty upon a
question ln which they have o common interest,
Tue obhgation to do unto this conntry s tnis
country nns done unto others has, however,
been porsistenudy distegarded; and st this mo-
ment American citiwens are subject to reatric-
twns sud pennlties tar in excess of those im-
poscd by the Governmeiits ol Europe, To these
meqnalities  in laws  allecting  international
interests there 1 o natoral, i not o very intelh-
goni repugnance; Aol heuce the proposition to
regulate e restrictions upon Americun citizens
in matters affecting Beitish mterests, by the
restrictions whieh Great Britain has  placed
upon her gubjects in matters adecting American
interests, may be expected to commend 1esell 1o
popular invor,

ﬁut though the law 18 unsatisfactory and the
smendment ol it necessary, the wisdom ol pre-
cipitaney 1n reaard o itig not very clear. It
wae wrong in former Congresses Lo comply with
the requests of Ureat Britaln, or Bpain, or 'or-
tugnl, seeing thut vone of them bos reéturned the
compliment,

There would be less reuson for caution if this
effort to mend the neutrality laws were not evi-
dently connected, 1 a4 near or remote degrae,
with movements which the friends of order
eannot contemplate with indiffrenes, The pre-
vention of raids upon Candds led to the ntro
duction of the subject into Congress, and its
well understood that the change proposed is
deemed to be favorable to the plans and por-
poses of the Feniun organization. **The modi-
tieation,” says the World correspondent, “will
prove to be largely m the Fenian interest,
as wae evinced by the presence of President
Roberts and other prominent Feniang on the

floor dusing the  diccusston of the bl
It & not alieged by the andvocates ol the

measute that the President exceeded his
authority in the steps rvecently taken on
the Northern frontier: and the absence ol
complaint upon this bead s equivalent 10 an
acknowledgment ol the strice legality ol his
course, The appment desire iE to prevent
further Executive interierence, should the ocea
gion for it be remewed; for though General
Banke' bill comes up to the standard ot Wash-
ington, and it |sin every respact equal to the
restrains which Great bBritain deems sutlioient
for her subjects, it effects a marked rveluxation
in the law now in foree here., The inguiry
arises, theretore—Ilz it more digoified, more
proper, or more expedient to modily the
neutrality laws for the accommodation of the
Fenians than lor the gecommodaton ot forelgn
Governments?

The present position of the Government in
relation to nentrality is conlessedly strong, It
hae extorted aratelultestimony from the ocguns
of British opinlon, and has commended iteell to
the moral sense ol the American people, It
oconpive A4 vantage-eronnd in the grent arcnn of
natione, and may with propriety call upon other
Governments o revise thewr legl=lation, and
enter into reciprocal obligations in mtelng-
tionul copecerns. Its promptituage snd vigot
sgamst Feman lorays will justily it o present.
ing to England a pretty Little account of her
immdebtedness on account of tailure o preserve
anequitable neutrality during the Rebellion,
And s own laws will be a standard to which
the neutrality laws ol other countries may e
reqguired to advanee,

11, atter all, the leading powers of Europe
refuse to recognize the obligation of reeiprocity
—it Britain will neither atone for injuries and
loeses produced by her lax ideas of neutrality,
nor regirain her people atter the fusblon set by
the United States—the obligation on the side of
this country will cease, and Congres: may
loosen 1te bonds tn the uumost Hmit, But at
least let the change be bronght round deco-
rously. Let not the spectacle be presented of
legislation in matiers ol the bighest import-
unce pushed to maturity at hghtning speed—
without thoueht, without care, and without
regurd to the possibilities of the immediate
miture,

Jeflerson Davis Again.
From the Tribune,

The report which hus been given to Congress
on the investigation of the charges of asspssinm.
tion against the respousible head of the Rebel-
lion, lurnishes good reason for the time which
has been employed in its preparation. The Com-
mittee charged by Congress with the matior
make it plaln ab the outset that the testimony
before them is not sufficlent to convict Jefferson

Davis in & court of justice, But the whole story
has not yet been told, while that which sppears
is more than enough to confirm the profound
snspicion under which Duvis was charged by
President Johoson, sud his case {alm'm! in the
hands of an investigation committee, witnesacs
of his complicity In the murder, meanwhile
waiting to conduct them to the proot. The
champions of the alhng prisoner in Fortress
Monroe must establish that ull the winesses are
erjurers, or fail in their case. I they fuil,
rht-re can be no doubt, moral or lezal, that Davis
himeell was immediately responsible for the in-
human treatment of the Union prisoners of war,
and, by Inference, was none too religious a char-
acter 1o direct the desperate work which re-
mained, Pending any attempt at the rebuttal
of the charges, the testimony, a8 it sppears, both
with respect to the usage of the prikoners of
wir, and the murder of @ noble man, is formida-
ble even mow. It ls stromger, however, as it
affects Lthe lormer,

The Committee's report traces the assassinn.
fon from ite general antecedents, of which the
slow murder of the prisoners at Andersonville
is the most importunt, The Committee express
no doubt that Davis had toll understanding of
the acts of hix subordinates at Libby, Salisbury,
and elsewhere, grounding their falth on the
ndded proof of the Bebel archives 10 the aceu
mulated testimony already in the Government's
bande, The reports of Rebel commiltees, ex-
traots trom the Robel P"“"“' letters of Rebel
officials, xnd an sppealing lettar to Davis fron) &
Bouthern lady are given ‘o show that the treat
meot of our prisouers was motorious, snd that
ineonu-mglu of their migery ench complaint on

The Committee affirm, on
their part, that the work of Investigation I8 not
done.

The Commitiee have properly rejected the
testimony of the witnesses who avowed thewr
own inlechood, with what motive it does not
appear. The charge o1 Davig' vmnpl’u-\l-.‘_«.'lil
exists, I we have iudgtrtl aright the tenor of the
report.  But more important, more weleome
than anvihmg else it the result of this investi
gation, is the promise that Jefferson Davis will
bo brought to trinl, and, if guilly, convicted and
punished, Nothing bars the way,

The Grent Convention at Philadelphia~
Progiess of the Counter Revolution.

In the papers, during the hot days in the city
and at all the watering places, the principal
tople of discussion is the Philadelplus Nutional
Unton Convention. Wherever two or thres
persons are gathered together this subject is
sure to be ventilated. As o stundard matter
of cenverzation it has quite superseded the
wenrther,  Our exchanges are full of i, Calls
lor ®inte conventions to slect dolegnies to it
are being ivsues, Kverybody Is golng 1o attend
it. An immense wigwam for it i in course ol
erection. The 1ailronds will run extra trams to
gecommodate the crowd. The old proverb tells
us that it is better to be out of the world than
out af the tashion, and decidedly it will be the
larhion 1o go to the Convention. No politician
of any importance enn afford (o slay away,
unless he be o radical doomed 1o the wrath to
come. In thot cnse he muy reserve himself for
Jack Humilton's negro-worsthpping convention
i September.

Bnt while everybody 1s preparing to go to the
Nannonal Union gathering, 1t 1s singular that
ench o! the cliques nnd factions wants to keep
all the rest ont. Weed and Baymond vromise
to be there; but they turn up their noses ut the
Wood Brothers, and st Marble and Belmont, the
shent-per-hent twins, aud at Vallandighnm and
hig 1ail, and josiet that all these notorious
jeople must bhe excluded, We should hke to
now why. The terme of the call for the Con-
vention do not exclude them, and nothine else
can., What = there about the Woord Brothers,
tor instance, that ymiite them to =igin the big
wigwam with Weed and Ruymond? We presume
that the latter zentlemen will not iosist too
strongly upon n compurison of personal re.
cords or of general jobs, [s it, 1hen, that the
Weods, and Vallandicham, and Belmont and
Marble symputhized with the Kebels during the
war and are p little taioted that way still?
Mr. Belmont will not admit this sott impeach-
ment, and Mr, Marble indignuntly denies it and
calls tor pistols rad coffee, as il be had purchased
some of the wirlike spirit of the Chevalier Webb
when be bought in the old duellist's paper. But
even in the notorious cases of the Woods and
Vallandigham, bow can Weed and Raymond 1e-
fuse 1o associate with these worllines, when thoy
are willing to sct with the repentant Rebels of
thie South? A Copperhead may be as bad as, or
even worse thap, a trnitor; that is 0 mere mater
of opinion. But certainly when u Coppertend
becomes converted to the Union cuuse he js just
a= good as u converted Hebel, and those woo
are uyxious to meet with reformed Rebels, ean-
not, with any sort of grace or consistency, refuse
to admit relormed Copperheads to the coalition.
No political churell can uudertuke to shut out a
single class of siuners who really and honeatly
desire to avall themselves of the benelts ol
Saving grace,

The continunl disenssion about the Philudel-
phin Convention has drifted away from firs
principles, To keep themselves siraight, the
parties concerned ought to publish the original
call every other day. That call recognizes the
great issue between the President and Con-
grese, and invites ull who support the President
und his policy of reunion to take partin the
Convention., It says nothing about the Woods,
or Vallandieham, or Belmont, or Marble, orany
other obnoxious individunl, It lnys down
brond, =olid platiorm, upon which all may
stand without crowdmg each other otf, The
war is vver now: old things have puesed awny;
evervihiug is to begin de nowveaw. It makes po
diference whut a man’s posiion was as to other
igsues, wow deud and buried; fhe only vital
question is ns o his position in regard to this
great pew issue between the President and
Congrese, We know the Woods thoroughly; we
have no more conlidence in them at present thun
we hud while they were egelling themselves to
hoth sides durmg the war; bue if they state that
they are ready to sustain the President’s policy
and the Onion, they cannot be turned out of
the Philadelphia Convention under the terms of
its cull,

Messrs, Weed and Raymond, who are clearly
not without gin, should not throw the tirst stone
in thie rude and unjustiiable manner. Some-
body may retalinte betore long by opposing 'the
admiesion of lobbyists, 1t i8 mmuch better to
take the only true ground and advouate the ad-
miesion of all comere. One clique will then
nentralize another, nnd we shall get & moral
force Ivom the combived influence of the Con-
vention that will work most powerfnlly in the
tall elections, These squabbles betorehsad over
Mr. Hen Wood's dirty linen or Mr. Weed’s dirty
linen ean amouni to nothing, All the linen will
be made pure and spotless by the Convention.
Those whose sios were s searlet will come lorth
white a= snow. The issues between the Presi-
dent and Congress will absorb all olher issues,
und every politician will be judged, not by what
he has done, but by what he i8 doine. Let us
have a peneral political amnesty, and the people
will accomplish all the rest,
